Greenaction Files New Petition with California Department of Public Health

San Francisco, CA - Greenaction for Health and Environmental Justice today filed an administrative petition 
with the Radiological Branch of the California Department of Public Health to revoke Tetra Tech EC, Inc.’s 
California Radiological Material License No. 7909-01. The well-documented petition sets forth in detail why 
license revocation is warranted; because Tetra Tech committed massive radiological fraud in the remediation of 
the decommissioned Hunters Point Naval Shipyard in San Francisco, California, a federal Superfund site.

In a victory for Greenaction and the public interest, on July 2, 2018, the Nuclear Regulatory Commission 
informed Greenaction’s attorneys that it will hear Greenaction’s petition to revoke Tetra Tech’s national 
license. The petition was filed on June 29,2017, over a year ago. The new petition filed today with the State of 
California contains extensive new factual documentation learned and acquired in the 13 months since the 
original petition was filed with the NRC. 

The Superfund Site is located in the heart of the Bayview Hunters Point neighborhood along San Francisco 
Bay, and is heavily contaminated with radioactive and hazardous wastes. Thousands of homes are planned to be 
built at the site, and thousands of long-time residents live adjacent to the Shipyard. 

Tetra Tech was responsible for radiological remediation at the Shipyard Superfund Site. Rather than conducting 
a proper cleanup, however, Tetra Tech: faked potentially thousands of soil samples, substituting known clean 
samples to prove remediation had been completed when it had not; discarded “dirty” samples; altered data to 
avoid further cleanup; used potentially contaminated soil as backfill on the Shipyard; permitted potentially 
contaminated soil to be shipped offsite to locations not permitted for radiological waste; and falsified building 
surveys to make them appear clean, 

USEPA, US Navy and the state Department of Toxic Substances Control allowed Tetra Tech to keep working 
at the site, until public pressure forced EPA and DTSC to write to the Navy on September 13, 2016 to put a hold 
on any further transfers of parcels of Shipyard land to the City due to Tetra Tech’s apparent massive fraud. 

Since that time, federal and state agencies have reviewed much of Tetra Tech’s work at the Shipyard and have 
concluded that its data has no integrity. Environmental and criminal investigations of Tetra Tech’s work 
continue. 

Despite clear and massive fraud at the Shipyard, including the fact that two Tetra Tech supervisors are now in 
federal prison for committing fraud, Tetra Tech continues to work on government contracts across the Bay 
Area, state and nation - including at Treasure Island in San Francisco Bay. 

“The more we learn, the clearer it is Tetra Tech can’t be trusted to do radiation work and its federal and state 
licenses should be revoked,” said Steve Castleman, Attorney with the Environmental Law and Justice Clinic of 
the Golden Gate University School of Law. “We’re pleased we’ll be able to make that case directly to an NRC 
hearing board and hope the Department of Public Health grants us the same opportunity in the near future.” 

"Whistleblower claims and government investigations show Tetra Tech engaged in decade long radioactive 
frauds putting health and lives at risk for centuries,” said Attorney David Anton. “Tetra Tech no longer deserves 
the privileges of the licenses issued by the Nuclear Regulatory Commission and California." 

“Our government must protect people and the environment by ensuring that Tetra Tech never again gets to 
commit fraud that endangers people’s health and environment,” said Bradley Angel, Executive Director of 
Greenaction for Health and Environmental Justice. “It is time for justice, and for proper cleanups of the 
Shipyard and other contamination sites far and wide.”

On behalf of our many members and constituents in Bayview Fluntcrs Point, we thank you for holding a bearing 
in response to Tctra Tech’s fraud at the Hunters Point Naval Shipyard Superfund site. During the hearing, t e 
Board of Supervisors sent a loud and clear message to the Navy, its contractors, state and fc era regu atory 
agencies and the San Francisco Department of Public Health. Now it is imperative that we do everything in 
our collective power to ensure the Hunters Point Superfund site remediation is comprehensive transparent 
and trustworthy. In addition to the Tetra Tech issue, there are other major problems with the Super n 
remediation plan that also pose a serious threat to public health and the environment. 


However, we arc extremely disappointed and concerned that since that hearing, Mayor Farre an 
official Amv Brownell made public statements promoting the alleged safety of the shipyard despite knowing 
that retesting needs to be done due to the massive fraud. Without comprehensive retesting and a proper cleanup, 
it is irresponsible and reckless for our elected officials and agencies to assert that this radioactive and toxic 
contaminated site is safe. Mayor Farrell and SFDPH seem more interested in promoting Lennar/Five Points 
giant upscale gcntrification project (falsely promoted as much needed housing for San Francisco residents) 

instead of protecting our health and environment. 


To achieve the goal of a comprehensive cleanup that protects the health and environment of our community, 
we call on our city agencies and leaders to support the following community demands. 


1. Full retesting of the entire Shipyard and adjacent areas, including parcels already 
transferred. - not just scanning 

Retesting must include the entire original shipyard site/footprint, parcels that have already been transferred, 
and adjacent areas such as Mariner’s Village. Tetra Tech worked in many areas of the Shipyard including 
Parcel A. Recent information indicates that massive fraud may have occurred on other parcels already 
transferred to the city as well. Merely scanning a few parcels is not acceptable. 


2 . Testing methodology 

a. Radiological core sampling must be conducted of the entire site and adjacent areas. It is 
imperative that all core samples go at least 9 feet beneath the surface. 

b. The core sampling should create a 2m x 2m mapping grid 

c. All core sampling must follow split sampling protocols. 

d. All ground water should be tested tor radiation contamination, including aquifers A and R 

e. Immediately begin working with the State of California and the Bay Area Air Quality 
Management District to develop and implement standards tor fugitive radiological dust 


7 . City must comply with its Precautionary Principle Ordinance 

In July 2003, the San Francisco Board of Supervisors adopted the Precautionary Principle Ordinance which 
became Chapter 1 of the San Francisco Environment Code. The ordinance states in part: “Where threats of 
serious or irreversible damage to people or nature exist, lack of full scientific certainty about cause and eflcct 
shall not be viewed as sufficient reason for the City to postpone cost effective measures to prevent the 
degradation of the environment or protect the health of its citizens.There is a duty to take anticipatory action 

to prevent harm.” 

The City’s bias and support for Lennar gentrification project, instead of calling for comprehensive retesting 
and comprehensive cleanup of radioactive and toxic waste at and near the shipyard, violates the Precautionary 
Principle, civil rights, and environmental justice. 

We therefore respectfully request - and demand - that our city support the steps identified above. 

We also request your presence at the Bayview Hunters Point Emergency Community Meeting to be held on 
Wednesday, June 13 th at 6 pm at the Huntersview Phase 1 Community Room. This will be an important 
opportunity for you to learn, listen and respond to community concerns.

San Francisco and and the Bayview-Hunters Point community deserve to know that Tetra 
Tech EC’s work —assessing and remediating about 20 percent of the Hunters Point 
Shipyard — was done properly. 

Tetra Tech stands by the validity of our work. We believe all concerns can be addressed by 
our offer to pay for independent testing, which will demonstrate our portions of the 
shipyard were remediated to the standards established by the U.S. Navy. 

Here are six facts about our work at Hunters Point: 

1 Our remediation was done properly. 

2 This is true despite two rogue employees, who illegally swapped soil, and a 
subcontractor with New World Technology, who participated in the crime in 2012. 

3 These illegal actions were detected by the Navy in 2012.

4 Once detected, Tetra Tech immediately reviewed 100 percent of its work, re-sampled 
and remediated areas at our own cost. 

5 Tetra Tech’s remediation was then approved in an independent review by the Navy in 
2014. 

6 The whistle-blower claims are false. 

Tetra Tech’s primary work, which was the assessment and remediation of low le\el 
radiation, began in 2002. A number of other contractors worked at Hunters Point and also 
provided remediation services, both radiation and chemical. 

Tetra Tech was directed by the Navy to use New World Environmental Inc., doing business 
as New World Technology, as the “singularly qualified” firm. Our radiological work 
occurred under the direct supervision and control of New World Technology from 2003 
through March 2009 because New World Technology held the license from the Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission. Tetra Tech implemented its owm NRC license in 2009. 

In 2012, the Navy alerted Tetra Tech that some soil samples did not appear consistent to 
other samples. We determined, with Navy oversight, that 33 areas needed resampling, and 
of those resampled areas, one-third needed additional remediation, which was completed 
in early 2013. 

We issued an initial report in November 2012 and, after a thorough Navy review, the final 
public report in April 2014. At that time, we could not figure out why there was a breach of 
protocol in 2012 that caused these soil samples to not be reflective of the area’s soil 

makeup. 

In 2014 the Navy also completed an independent review of our work and found that The 
Navy’s contractor corrected identified deficient conditions and incorporated additional QC 
(quality control) steps to avoid recurrence.” The report was presented to the U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency, the state Department of Toxic Substances Control, and 
the state Department of Public Health. Despite investigations by us, the Navy' and the 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission, we didn’t know what went wrong. 



Now, we know Stephen Rolfe and Justin Hubbard, and New World Technology employee 
Anthony Smith, were part of a cabal that falsified data. 

Smith said in court he falsified data and swapped soil samples - unethical and illegal 
actions — at the shipyard, where he worked as a radiation control technician with Rolfe 
and Hubbard. We don’t understand why he wasn’t charged by the U.S. Justice 

Department. 

We are fully supportive of the actions taken by the Justice Department against Rolfe and 
Hubbard for falsifying reports. We vehemently reject their activities and have zero 
tolerance for violations of established protocols and procedures. 

The Justice Department also interviewed Tetra Tech EC’s most senior managers 
overseeing these men and no charges were brought against them, as they had no role and 
no knowledge of the wrongdoing. 

All the allegations being made today originate from the 2012 soil sample anomalies. In 
2014, Smith labeled himself a whistle-blower and began making the false allegations that 
are are being promoted and causing concern today. 

It should be noted that Smith is represented by attorney David Anton, who has been twice 
suspended by the California State Bar for fabricating evidence and conflict of interest. We 
think these facts should make the public look carefully at the claims these men are making, 
which are only intended to scare the community and enrich themselves through resulting 

lawsuits. 

Lastly, Tetra Tech is a California firm, based in Pasadena. It has 17,000 employees, many 
in the San Francisco area. After more than 50 years in business, we provide engineering 
and technical services, including environmental remediation, on more than 60,000 
projects worldwide each year. We would never condone the wrongdoing that was done by 
these three individuals. 

We know the work we did at Hunters Point Shipyard is right — and we know that an 
independent review that we have offered to pay for will set the record straight. We 
encourage the Navy to accept our offer and begin work immediately.

The Hunters Point Naval Shipyard in the city's southeast comer was the site of nuclear weapons 
research causing widespread radiological contamination. Navy ships contaminated by hydrogen 
bomb tests in the Pacific were taken to Hunters Point for decontamination, which left the 
shipyard heavily polluted with radioactivity. It has been an EPA Superfund site since 1989. In 
today's real estate-mad San Francisco, it is slated for the largest redevelopment since the 1906 
earthquake. 

Beginning in 2010, employees of the Navy's site consultant, Tetra Tech, reported extensive data 
manipulation, falsification, and other efforts to minimize evidence of soil contamination. In the 
fall of 2017, internal Navy analyses of these measurements concluded that nearly half of the 
sampling was suspect. 

The EPA performed its own review, which found data falsification and quality deficiencies were 
far wider and deeper than the Navy had admitted. On two major parcels covering 40% ot the site, 
EPA found 90% of samples were suspect on one and 97% were suspect on the other. The Navy, 
by contrast, recommended resampling in only 15% of the samples from the first parcel and 49% 
of the second. In its December 27, 2017 comments on the Navy's submission, John Chesnutt, an 
EPA Superfund Manager, wrote: 

"The data revealed not only potential purposeful falsification and fraud in terms of sample and/or 
data manipulation, they also reveal the potential failure to conduct adequate scans, a lack of 
proper chain of custody for ensuring samples were not tampered with, extensive data quality 
issues (including off-site laboratory data) and general mis-management of the entire 
characterization and cleanup project." 

"Hunters Point is unfolding into the biggest case of eco-fraud in U.S. history," stated PEER 
Executive Director Jeff Ruch, who obtained the EPA review under the Freedom of Information 
Act. "What makes these findings so remarkable is that the Navy was on notice for years that it 
had a major data meltdown on its hands yet is still trying to cook the books." 

This spreading data manipulation scandal obscures the true level of contamination remaining at 
the site. As many as a dozen years of sampling may be worthless. EPA is still reviewing the 
testing at other parcels covering 60% of the site, so there may be more shoes to drop. Further, 
there is growing concern that the standard used by the Navy for what is "clean" has also been 
manipulated to significantly downplay dangers. 

"The Navy created an environmental nightmare on this stretch of the San Francisco Bay but 
instead of cleaning it up has spent the past several years compounding it," added Ruch, noting 
that EPA Administrator Scott Pruitt claims that reforming Superfund is a top priority. "Besides 
being a poster child for reform of the Superfund program, this case cries out for accountability 
from the Navy, its contractor, and the EPA."

History 

• Evolution of issue (Navy found irregular soil data; Tetra Tech 
reported scanning issues; Navy found additional issues; Former Tetra 
Tech employee claims) 

• In 2016 Navy suspended property transfer and initiated an 
extensive data analysis 

• In Nov 2017 Navy concluded and EPA reinforced that the Tetra 
Tech data was not reliable for making decisions 

• Parcel A was previously delisted and transferred in 2004 


Plan Forward 

• Support Parcel A evaluation 

• Parcel G work plan released for regulatory and public review on 
June 15 th , comment period concludes on August 14 th 

• Address comments and issue Draft Final work plan 

• Contract actions underway to facilitate implementation, 
anticipate being in the field before the end of the year 

• Navy hired independent 3 rd party oversight 

• Once progress is made on Parcel G, can proceed with other 
parcels (UC-1, UC-2, D-2 next) 

Navy Commitment 

• Nearly $1B invested in HPNS cleanup program and will continue 
to dedicate resources until all successfully completed 

• Navy pursuing Contractual Actions 

• Navy supporting Multiple Legal Actions 

• Incredibly complex issue, while time is of the essence, primary 
focus is ensuring safe clean up and transfer
